Selectmen’s Report. 


‘To the Citizens of the Town of New Castle: 


The Selectmen herewith submit the annual report 
for the year ending February 15, 1909. 

During the past year the town has made improve- 
ments in its highways and schools, which are pleasing 
and of great benefit. The repairs of highways with 
the aid of help from the state of New Hampshire and 
under the direction of the state engineer has resulted 
in making that section of Main street, extending from 
River street to Atkinson street, a strip of road which 
has never been equalled in thistown. A sidewalk has 
been built the entire length of this strip and necessary 
culverts have also been put in. 

Through the kindness of the Hon. Samuel Bar- 
rett, one of our citizens, the town was presented with 
a donation of $500 to be further applied in the repairs 
of highways. With this amount a section of Oliver 
street was graded and repaired and a large section of 
the highway on Wentworth avenue. The work in 
each case was done creditably and satisfactorily to the 
town, and the Selectmen in behalf of the townspeople 
take this method of expressing the appreciation of Mr. 
Barrett’s kindness. 

Modern desks have been installed in the Gram- 
mar school, and other necessary improvements have 
been made under the supervision of the Board of Ed- 
ucation. The amount necessary for these expendi- 
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tures exceeded the amount of the school appropriation, 
and it was necessary to take it from the contingent 
fund. 

The suit at law against the town in respect to the 
Mary E. Martin property, so called, is still pending. 
The town has every reason to believe that the trial 
should terminate in its favor. 

Two of the town bonds have been taken up reduc- 
ing the bonded debt to $15,000. 

Your Selectmen recommend further improvements 
of highways the coming year under the direction of 
state aid with the necessary culverts and sidewalks ; 
the repairs of town railings wherever needed and the 
installation of three more street lights, as we believe 
that the latter in view of the increased traffic in the 
summer time by automobiles and carriages, are de- 
manded as well as by the necessities of pedestrians.

In accordance with the usual custom, the School | 
Board submits its report for the fiscal year ending 
Hep to, 4909. 

We are pleased to say that all differences arising 
in the past have been satisfactorily settled. 

Mr. Andrew Horning, who was elected a member 
of the board at the annual meeting, resigned, and the 
board appointed Frank A. Brown to fill the vacancy. 

On account of the failure of the district to elect a 
treasurer, we were under the necessity of appointing 
one. Mr. Oliver B. Marvin consented to serve, and 
under our present system of keeping accounts every- 
thing has worked smoothly. Our money is drawn 
from the town treasurer and placed in the National 
Mechanics & Traders Bank, and can only be drawn by 
the treasurer on order from the majority of the School 
Board, thus conforming with the law. 

We have purchased and placed in the grammar 
school twenty modern folding seats, also other articles 
of furniture which it badly needed. This schoolroom 
is now in good condition. 

The primary schoolroom is totally unsuited for 
the purpose, and we would recommend that the dis- 
trict take measures to quarter this school elsewhere.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the Town of New Castle, N. H.: 


The Selectmen herewith submit the annual report for 
the year ending February fifteenth, 1910. 

The town has continued in the improvement of high- 
ways, with the benefit of State aid, and during the year 
has built a strip from the head of Atkinson street to the 
corner of Wentworth avenue. The roadbed is in excellent 
condition, and has been a source of compliment to the 
town. 

Through the kindness of our townsman, the Honor- 
able Samuel E. Barrett, the town was presented with a 
donation of one thousand dollars, to be applied to the re- 
pair of highways under the same method as though it were 
State aid work. The amount is as yet unexpended. Mr. 
Barrett's gift was in two donations of five hundred dollars 
each, the last five hundred given under the condition that 
the town appropriate at least seven hundred and fifty more, 
to be expended under the provisions of the State Aid Act. 
Consequently, by another fall we should have a large por- 
lion of our main road repaired in modern fashion. 

The Selectmen, in behalf of the citizens, take this 
method of expressing their thanks to Mr. Barrett, and 
their appreciation of his gift. 

Five more street lights were installed last spring, and 
our roads are reasonably well lighted. 

The late Jennie P. Tarlton, through her will, left two 
hundred dollars to the town in trust, to expend the income

on caring for her cemeterv lot, This money was received 
from the executor of her estate last February, and depos- 
ited in a savings bank. . - 

Another of the town bonds amounting to one thousand 
dollars has been taken up, leaving the bonded debt fourteen 
thousand dollars. 

Upon the United States abandoning its condemnation 
proceedings of property in our town for military purposes, 
the litigation between the town and the United States in 
connection with the same was also abandoned ; and thereis 
reasonable assurance to lead us to believe that the United 
States has given up its idea of acquiring the property in 
question, at least for a number of years to come. 

The suit against the town in respect to the Mary E. 
Martin property is still pending. ‘The town has made rea- 
sonable endeavors to have the same tried, but sickness of 
opposing counsel has prevented. 

One thousand dollars was inadvertently applied to the 
sinking fund, where the appropriation called for five hun- 
dred. ‘This five hundred is deposited in the bank and can 
be transferred back to the treasury account if the towns- 
people so desire. This, however, is not necessary as there 
is enough money on hand for the current expenses until 
the beginning of the new tax ear. 

In closing, the Selectmen recommend that the town 
be reasonably liberal in‘ appropriations for its highways, 
that the town take whatever action it sees fit towards hav- 
ing the water mains of the city of Portsmouth extended 
from the head of Main street through the town. There is 
every reason to believe that the city of Portsmouth will 
give the matter its most favorable attention, and if the pro- 
ject can be made a paying one, that we can secure high 
pressure water. The value of this to the town for protec-

tion against fire, and to the householder for domestic uses, 
is too apparent to need further comment. 

It is hoped that some action may be taken by the town 
towards arrangements for sprinkling of streets, at least in 
the unusually dry periods.
